The Miniftcrs fo nominated, met :iit New-Haven and 1706 
formed themfclves into a Body or Society, to confift of 
eleven Miniftcrs, including a Reftor, and agreed to 
Found a College in the Colony of Connedicut 5 which 
they did at their next Meeting at Branford^ in the fol- 
iowing Manner, viz. Each Member brought a Num- 
ber of Books and prefented them to the Body ; and 
laying them on the Table, faid thele Words, or to this 
Effect ; *' I give tbefe Books for the founding a College in 
fhis Qolonj.^^ Then the Truftees as a Body took Pof- 
icffion of them ; and appointed the Rev, Mr. Rujfd ot 
Branfcrd to be the; Keeper of the Library, which then 
confjftcd of abcut 40 Volumes in Folio. Soon after 
they received ibndry other Ponations both of Books and

J700 Money, which laid a good Foundation. This Library 
with the Additions, was kept at Branford^ in a Roon^ 
fet apart for that Purpofe near three Years, and then ic 
was carried to KilUngwcrtb. 

But afterwards fome began to doubt whether they 
were fully veft«d with a legal Capacity to hold Lands, 
and whether private Donations and Contributions would 
yield a Sufficiency to carry on fo great a Dcfign ; ic was 
therefore propofed to make Application to the Hon. the 
General Aflfennbly of the Colpny for fome Affiftancc |^ 
and to afk for a Charter. The Expediency of this Propo- 
fal was derbated atfcveral Meetings i and fundry Argu- 
ments were ufed on both Side? : and fome of the abieft 
Lawyers both in, and out of the Government, were 
confultcd upon it. After mature Confidcration, they 
concluded that ic was fafe and beft to have a Charter, 

1701 notwithftanding any Change of the Government whicU 
might poffibly happen ; and wrote to the Hon* Judge 
Sewallj and Mr. Sepretary Addington of Bojlon to prepare 
a Draught ofa Charter, to be prefentcd to the next Af- 

fembly. ' ^ ^ 

'Whereupon a large Number of Minifters and others, 
drew up and figned a Petition to the Hon. the General 
AfTcmbly, reprefenting, ' Thst from a fincere Regard 
f to, and Zeal for, upholding the Proteftant Religion, 

* by a Succeffion of learned and orthodox Men, they 
f had propofed that a Collegiate School Ihould be ercft- 

* edin this Colony, Vherein Youth Ihould be inftruded 

* in all Parts of Learning, to qualify them for publick 

* Employments in Church and Civil State ; ahd that 

* they had nominated ten Minifters to be Truuees, Part-

• Whereas it was the glorious publick Defign of our 
now bicflcd Fathers, in their Remove from Europe 
into thefe Parts of America^ both to plant, and (under 
the Dtvine Blefling) to propagate in this Wildemefs 
the blefled reformed Protcftant Religion, in the Purity 
of its Order and Worfhipj not only to their Pofterity, 
but alfo'to the barbarous Natives : In which great 
Entcrprize they wanted not the Royal Commands and 
Favour of his Majefty King Charles the Second, to 
authorize and invigorate them.

The Truftees chofe the Rev. Mr. Abraham Pierfon^ 
who was one ot their Number, to take the Care of 
Inftrufiing and Governing the Collegiate School \ unr 
dcr the Title and Character ot RECTOR.

there (hould be ten Truftees befides the ReEtor^ they 

' chofe the Rev, Mr. Samuel Ruflel, of Branford, to

toi They alio dcfired the Re(Etor to remove himfelf and 

iani Family to Saybrook ; but till that could be effcded, they 

I ordered that the Scholars (hould be inftruded at op 

m jear the Redor's Houle in Kil/if^zvcrtb. As this Schoal 
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.lrjr02 was fome Years in forming, feveral young Gentlemen 
were preparing for it under tKe more private Inftruc- 
tion of fome one of the Truftees or others : After the 
School became furnilhed with a Reftor and a Tutor, 
eight of them were admitted, and put into different 
Clafles, according to the proficiency they had antece- 
dently made. So that in a Year or two fome were qua- 
lified for Degrees. 

The firft Commencement was held at Saybrook^ on 
Sept. 13th, 1702 ; at which four young Gentlenien, 
who had before been graduated at the College at Cam- 
bridge, and one more, who had a private Education, 
received the Degrees of Matter of Arts. This and fe- 
veral Commencements following were held privately in 
the Houfe of the Rev. Mr. Buckingham, becaufe the 
Truftees by a preceding Aft, had forbid all publick 
Commencements -, to avoid thp Charge aftd otheY In- 
con veniencies attending them, 

Mr. Nathaniel Lynde of Saybrook, was pleafed ge- 
neroufly to give a Houle and Land for the Ufe of the 
Collegiate School, io long as it (hould be continued 
at Saybrook. And James Fitch, Efq; in purfuance of 
his generous Donation made in Oftober laft, gave an 
ample Deed of 637 Acres of Land at Killingly. There 
was alfo a general Contribution throughout the Co- 
1703 lony, to build a College Houfe at Saybrook, or where- 
ever the College fhould be finally fixed : But we havcj 
no Account what was obtained bV it. 

The Truftees had a fpecial Meeting at Gujlford, March 
17th, 1703, and wrote a Circular Letter to the Minifters, 
propofing " to have a general Synod of all theChurches in 
the Colony of ConneSicuS^ to give their joint Gonfcnt to 

the 
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the Confeffiim of Faith j after the Examplcofthe Synod in 170J 
BoftoM^ in 1680.'* This Propofal being univerfally ac- 
ceptable, the Churches in the fcveral Counties met in 
t confociated Council, and affentcd to the IVeJlminllet 
or Savcy Contefiions \ and drew up fome Rules of Ec-^ 
clcfiaftical Difcipline ; as Matters preparatory to the. 
Synod. Then each Council chofe fix Delegates, that 
is, three Miniftefs and three Meflcngers, to meet in a 
general Synod, This Synod met at Sa^brwk^ in 1708 : 
And having compared the feveral Draughts of the 
Councils in each County, unanimouily agreed in thefe 
three general Ads. 

Ift. They drew up and confented to a Confeffion of 
FaUb ; which is the fame in Subftance, and nearly in the 
(ame Words with the tVeilminlter and Savoy ConfefHons. 

lid. They confented to the general Plan of Ecclc- 
Gaftical Government, contained in the Heads of Agrn-- 
ment ajjinted to^ by the untied Minifters^ in England^ for- 
^perly called Prejbyterian and Congregational. 

Illdly. They drew up fome particular Articles and 
Jiules Jor the AdminiHration of Church. Difcipline. The 
Sub(|ancp q\ which ^fo far as they feemed to contain 
any Thing new) was this, that whereas in former 
Times the Boundaries of the feveral Councils of Churches 
Confociated for mutual Afliftance, were unfixed^ 
and left in the general Terms o\ the Neighbourif^ 
Churches. + Now the feveral Neighbourhoods of 
Churches were more precifely bounded, and limited 
to the refpeclivc Counties or DiSfriSs. Thefe Ads of 
the Synod were eflabliQied by the Laws of the civil 
Government : And are called the Ecclffiajlical Conftitu^ 
tion of the Churches of the Colony of ConneSicut : And are 
frequently referred to in the Ads of the Truftees ; ac* 
cording to the original Plan of the College, menti- 
oned in Page 2d. The

I'fie iTfufteesr made feveral Effays to r^mo^^e tto* 
R^of, with his Family > to Sa^^krooi, and prop6fed 
tb giti him 50 Pounds Sterling, to bear the Charges 
of hid Removal, and 60 Pounds Sterling Salary per 
Anhuffih. Efut as this Encouragenhent was but fmalt, 
i(hd his Removal was ftrongly oppofed by his People, 
and many of the Truftces were not fo well fatisfied in 
ffecthg the College at Saybrook^ as to aft with fo miich 
VigOfdT as otherwife they would have done ; his Re- 
iftova* was never efFefted -, but the Stuidents contin\ued 
1707 at J^Uifigwtfrtb till his Death ; which was in April 1707^ 
to the unfpeakablc Grief and Lofs both ot the College 
iAd ot his People. 

He was educated at Harvard College and graduatecf 
theie Anno. 1668 ; was a hard Student, a gocd Scho-* 
' hr, a great Divine, and a wife, fteady and judicious 
Gerttlerrtan in all his Conduft ; He was for many 
Years a faithful and well refpefted Paftor of the Church 
in Killingworth, and after he was chofen Reclor, he 
inftrufted and governed the Infant College with gene- 
ral Approbation ; and compofed a Syftem of Natural 
Philofophy, which the Students recited fbr many 
Years. 

Upon the Death of Mr. Reftor Pierfoh, the Rev, 
Mr. Andrew of Mlfordy was chofen Reftor pro Ttm- 
^re, until one could be obtained who fliould refide? 
aif the CoUegiate School. Upon which the Senior 
Clafs wete removed to Milford, to be under his im- 
mediate Care and Inftruftion till the Commencement. 
Thi^ reft of the Students were removed to Say brooks 
5ind ptif atider the Care of two Tutors. 

The Tutors and Students being how about twenty iri 
Nurtfiber, refided and boarded in private Houfes, where 
;hey could be beft accommodated. And the Stu^knti 

every. 
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every Day came to their Tutors Chambers to Recita- tijfpf 
tions and Prayers : Mr. jhdrew moderated at the 
Commencements, and fometimes gave or feoc Direo* 
tions to the Tutors, in fpeciai Cafes : But inafmuch 
:as be lived at a great Diftance, Mr. Buckingham joi 
Soflfbrook^ one of the Truftees, (while he lived) was fub- 
ilituted to have fome Kind of Infpedion over the Tu- 
tors and Students. In this obfcure State the College 
continued at Sayhrock about ieven Years, without Mif 
remarkable Occurrent or Alteration. And the Trus- 
tees not being iuily agreed or fatisfied in their own 
Minds about the Place of the College ; and dieirln^ 
comes being fcarcc fufficient to fettle and fupport a* \\i 
Refident Redlor ; they made no conAderabie Attempts 
to procure one in all that Ipace ot Time. ; 

About this Time fundry Donations of valuable .i^i^f 
Booksr were made to the Library, particularly by Sir a 
John Davie^ of Groton^ who had an Eftate delcended to* ' ^ . ^ 
him in England y together with the Title of Baronet.: 
Upon his going to England, he fent a: .good Colleo- 
tion of Books to • the Library. 

fiutthe greateft Donation of all was by the Gene- 
toCity -and Pr(K:urement of Jeremiah Hummer^ Efqj of 
Bojlon^ then Agent zt London, who in the Year ly 14 
fent above 800 Volumes of very valuable Books i 
:4ibout I to of which were at his own Coft.and Charge ; 
and the reft by his Procurement from. fundry princi- 
pal Gentlemen in England ; particularly Sir j[/aac 
Newton, Sir Richard Blackmore, Sir Richard Steele^ Dr. 
£urnef^ Dr. Woodward^ Dr. Halley^ Dr. Binily^ Dr. 
Kennety Dr. Calapr^, Dr. EdwardSy the Rev. Mr. Henrys 
and Mr. fVhiSlony feverally gave a Colleftion of their 
own Works, and Governor Tale put in about 4.0 Vo- 
lumes : All which I fuppofe to be wprth 260 jPounds 
Sterlinjg:. 'V^ 
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^14 TKc Truftces and the Colony in general were from 
the Beginnings not very well agreed in their Senti- 
-ments about *the Place where to fix the College; and 
'inoft Men's Sentiments were influenced by their Situ* 
ation i and they generally chofe that Place Which 
>would beft aidcoinmodate therhfelves. Three or four 
Places were generally dilcourfed upon, viz. Sa^brook^ 
^New-Haven, and Hariford or ff^eathersfield. The Seho- 
^jlars were alfo fomewhat uneaiy at their Situation, they 
thought that Saybrook was not compad enough for 
:their Accommodation^ fince many of them were obliged 
to refide above a Mile from the Place of publick JEx- 

'7l5^rcifes, and they were not pleafed with their Inftrutftion 
4nd Government; there, being no refident Reftor, and 
the. Tutors fometimes . very: yout g. Many of tbe 
Students therefore, having manifefted an Uneafinefs 

!cApr« arid Difrefpeft towards their Tutors ; the Truftces 
4 met at Sayirook, aod called the Students before them, 

tji6 and enquired into the Occafion of their Uneafinets antl 
\Diforder. They principally infifted upon the Infuffici- 
cncy of their Inftrudtion ; aind fundry of them who 
lived in or near Hartford and Weathersfield, faid that 
it was a Hardihip for them to be obliged to refide at 
Saybrook, . when they could as well or belter be inftruc- 
tcd nearer home, f 

The Truftees entered into a long Debate upon all 
the Circumftances of the Collegiate School, and k 
feems did not entirely agree in their Sentiments, and 
fccret Views and Motives of Action ; but at length 
they condcfcendcd to give a Sort of Toleration, that 
thofe Students who were uneafy, might go to other 
Places iorlnftrudion, till the next Commencement.

the Work. The College accordingly was railed on 

the 8th Day of OSober following. 

They aHb Voied, that the Rev. Mr. Andrew (hould 
continue Reftor, pro Temporey till a Jettled Redor could 
be obtained, wbuch they would Endeavour with all 
convenient Speed. And thev chofe two Tutors ; and 
ordered that Notice fhoviA be given to all the Stu- 
dents beloQgitfg to the School, that Provifion was made 
for their Inftcuftipii and Government here.

Gentlemen in the Northern and Eaftern .Parts of the 
Government, and the Colony in general were much 
engaged on one Side or the other \ infomqch that the^ 
AQair was fcveral Times moved in the General Af'' 
fembly, for their Interpofition ; which occa(io,nc4 fome 
warm Debates, but no Vote was paft^ 

Notwithftanding thefe Difficulties, the Trufte.es ftea?. 
tf/y purfued their own Determinations of fettling the; 
College at New-Haven \ and accordingly held the.firifl:' 
fpHfimencemept bcr? 00 Septcipbcr 11, 17 17. Tk. 
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iijtf wMch four Senior So^m«riB ckm^ ftdm Saybrdbk^ 
niid received thi Be^reft of ftarehdtbr of Arcs, aiic) 
fevera) others cbmmmced M^jl^rs, Mr. Ai3rtw tim^ 
fdirate^df and gavi Degrees, as Rdftor ^o Tempoh. 
ITie laft Year 1 3 Schdlafis Had refided at ffefOf-fia^eni 
14. ac Weatbtrsfie^i atid 4 at Skfbmk. 

Mr. H^icdkidge and Mr. Buckingham yittt very 
dtfil-ous to fflfoi* Afe ^rofceedings rf the Truftees in 
JfeW'Hmm^ and therefore in OHober following, they 
* ^nter^ a Kind 6i Retnbhftrfthce to the Oeneral Au 
fembly, then fitting at New-Hi^tni whiftr^ rhey rcprc^ 
iented, that the Votes of the Truftees for fixing the 
College at New-HMi^j |)kft Oftober 1 7th, 1 7 1 6, and 
April 5th, 1717^ iJteft not Ifejfeal Votes ; for that the 
Major Part of the Ttiifteft «?re not in them. That 
there were Nine TrtSroes iSt fcaft^ AibBftirtg in OSo- 
ber 1716, and 6at Pow 6f thfem in the Vote, viz.

To which <he Trufttts^ being t\m tdnvencd, rc- 
pVied. That iii Oiftbber 171^^ ihete Wt^rt b\it Nine 

Sruuees, Mr. pi^ont being d*ad, and nonfe theii 
ofeq in his |l6om ; and Mr. Mktber of tFindfir^ 
had t:^en j^d-rid n^ahy Years, and had rcfigned che 
Mlhiftry I and therefore cduTd n6t be lopk'd upon as 
t Truftec. . Th^t if It (houW be granted chat Mr. 
Jii^ks could not aft as a Truftee^ at the Time when 
he was firft nomihated, yet he was forty Years old 
before the pafTihg of that Vote ; and the Truftees \xf 
pcriEfittipg him, in purfuancc to % former Nomina-

according to the Charter. That inafmuch as the Tr,uf- 
tees were oot limited in their Way arid Manner of 
aiding or votingi Mr. Ntyes^ tho' abfent from the 
Meeting, might give his Conient to an A& by fub« 
icribing it at home, widiin two or three Montht 
after^ as well as if he had been prefent. And lb 
there was a Majority of Sm out of Nine. And io 
April 1717^ after Mr. St^ben Budnn^am was chofen^ 
there was a Majority of Six out of Ten. But. if Mr, 
jSnggks ihould not be reckoned at either of the Meet- 
ings, nor Mr. Nqyes^ nor any other Truftee whea 
abfent, then there will be a Majority of thofe who 
itcr^ prefent^ which makes a legal ASt. 

Whereupon the upper lioufe were of Opinioat 
^ chat the Objedlions againft the Vote of the Truftees 
^ were infofficient/ And after a long Debate in the

The Truftees being then convened at New-Hwmi Oft* 
Mid being inclined to cut of all Occaflon of Objec* 30 
tioD for the future, paft a Yote^ wherein they declamd 
and afTociated Mr. Ruggles a Truftee. And another 
Vote predicated upon fundry former ones, wherein 
rhey finally fettled the College at Ntw-H^vm^ to which

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if If The Rcafons afligned by the Truftees in their Votes 
{and other Papers) for Icttling the College at New- 
Hd^erty were thefe ; the Difficulty o\ keeping it at 
Soihrooky which arofe partly from the Uneafinefs of the 
Scholars, partly from the continual Endeavours of 
fome to carry it to Hartford^ which they fuppofed to 
be at too great a Diftance from the Sea, and would 
no ways accommodate the Wcftern Colonies. That 
they look'd upon New-Haven to be in itfelf the moft 
convenient Place, on the Account of the commodt- 
oulhefs of its Situation, the agreablenefs of the Air 
and Soil, and* the Cheapnefs of Commodities i and 
that' very large Donations had been made towards the 
Building an Houfe there, without which they had 
not fuffident to defray the Charge. 

The Major Part of the General Affcmbly, being' 
deOrous to ftrengthen the Hands of the Truftees in' 
the prefent Difficulties, paft- the following Vote^ in 
the fame Scfllon, viz. * That under the prefent 

* Ci.cumftances of the Affairs of the Collegiate School, 

* the Rev. Truftees be advifed to proceed in that 

* Affair ; and to finiffi the Houfe they have built in 

* New'Havsfiy for the Entertainment of the Scholars 

* bclo.Tging to the Collegiate School.' 

'• Notwithftanding thefe Votes of the Truftees and 
the General Affcmbly, fome Gentlemen ftill purfued 
their Dcfign of- carrying the College lo fVeather^field^ 
and therefore encouraged the Scholars there, whicli 
17x8 were about 14 in. Number, to continue there : and 
in May foHowing they again moved the Affair to 
the General Afiembly at Hartford. The lower Houfe 
voted, * to defire the Truftees, to Confenc that the 

* Commencements fhould be held alternately at Wea^ 

* tbersfield and New-Haven^ till the Pkcc of the School 
/ be tuli^ detpr.TOncd.' The Upper Hcufe were of 
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Opinion that the Place of the ' School was fully fjit 
* determined already, by the indifputable Votes of the 
^ Truftees, and the fublequeiH: Advice . of the Aflem- 
^ bly thereupon* ^ and therefore did not concur. 

Prefently after this, the Collegiate School at iVraf'- 
Haven^ received fundry very large and generous Dona* 
tions ; (which were very acceptable at this difficult 
Time.) The greateft of. whicn was from the Hon- 
orable Elihu Yale, of Lmdon^ Efq; Goverjior of 
the Eaft-lndia Con^pany. He was Heir to a Manor 
in tVaUs^ of the Value of 500 Pounds Sterling per 
Annum, beOdes the vail Treafures he got by his per- 
fonal Indudry while he was in the Eaff-Indus. The 
paternal Eftate (as It was faid) being entailed to the 
Male Heir of the Family, and he, having no Son, but 
.three Daughters, fcnt to his firft Coufin and next Male 
Heir Mr. John Tale of New-Haven^ with whom he had 
been formerly acquainted in England^ to fend him one 
of his Sons, to inherit the paternal Eftate. Accord* 
ingly in the Year 171 2, he fent his Son Mr. Davii 
Tak^ to London, who upon his Return was graduated 
at this Collejge 1724. 

Thefe Things brought. Governor Yale into Cor- 
refpondenqe with the Honorable Governor Saltonftatt 
and the Rev. Mr. Pierpcnt of New-Haven^ which was 
the Occafibn of his generous Donations. In the Year 
2714 he fent 40 Volumes of Books in Mr. Dummer^s 
CoUedion. Laft Year he fent above 300 Volumes, 
both which Parcels I fuppofe to be worth 100 Pounds 
Sterling. This Summer he lent Goods to the Value of 
soo Pounds Sterling at prime Coft, befides the King^s 
Pidure and Arms -, with fome Intimations that ne 
would yet ^dd ; and accordingly three Years after, he 
fcnt to the Value of io# Pounds more^ both which 
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tftt Parcels were feld here for a^ Equivalent to 400 
Founds Steriing. 

Mr. Jammer at this Time al(b fcnt yS Volumes of 
Books, whereof 20 were Folios, in Value about 3a 
Pounds Sterling. The Honorable GurJon SaUofffiaU^ 
Bfq; and Jabaleel Brmton, of Newport, Efq; gave, each 
of them, 50 Bounds Sterling. 

Upon the Receipt ^f thefe and other large Donati<» 
ons, the Ctreumftancqs of the Collegiate School were 
Tcry much aHcri^ for the better, apd the Truflccs 
were now* wejl enabled to finifh the large an^ com* 
mo(fioiss College Houfi?, wbjlch they had before eredled; 
it wa3 ratfed on thp 8th Day pf Qftober 1717, and 
wkhin'a Year afq^'Wi^s lo far finifhed, as to be fit' 
fer the commodious Receptipn of the Students. U 
was 170 F^ long, fz Feet wide, ?nd jj Stocy high; 
made a h^ndlpme Appearance, and contaiqQd ne^r 
50 Studies in convenient Chambers, befides the HaQ, 
Library and Kitchin, and Coll about leoo Pounds 
Sterling.

After this the Truftees fcnt a very Complalfant Let- 
ter of Thanks to Governor .Tale ; and gave birn a 
particular Account of all the Tranfaftions aithcCom- 
meocement. They alfo fent a Letter of Thinks to 
their great Friend and Patron Jeremiah Dummery Efq; 
/or his late Donation of Books ; and another to .the 
Jionni-able General Nicbolfou for his Donation of Bookji 
in Mr. Dummer*s Colledlion ; and for a late DonatioiXy 
the Number or Value of which I can't find. 

. On the farije bay upon which the Cooimencenfvent 
was carried on at New-Haven, fomething like a Com- 
mencement was carried on at fFeaiher^Uf before «

?x New-Haven^ performed publick Exercifes; the Kev. 
Mr, Woodbridge afted as Moderator ; and be ajid Mf . 
fiudtingbam and other Minifters prefent figned Certifi- 
cates, that they judged them to be worthy of the 
Degree of Bachelor of Arts j thefe Mr. Woodbridgf 
delivered to them in a formal Manner in the Meet- 
ing-Houfe ; which was commonly taken and repre« 
Jented as giving them their Degrees. 

Notwithftanding this Irregularity, which wife and 
good Men fjell into in a Time of Strife and Tempta- 
tion ; yet the Truftees were difpofcd to condelcend, a$ 
far as pofTible, to gain and reconcile thofe who had 
withdrawn from them ; and therefore ordered, * that 

* if any of thofe Five Scholars fhould produce to the Sept, 

* Reftcr, a Tcflimony under the fjAnds of any two jj^ 
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51718 * Truiftccs, of their having been approved by them, 
^ as* qualified for a Degree, the Redlor upon eafy and 

* reafonable Terms, fliould give them a Diploma in 
^ the ufual Form, and that their Names fhould be 

* inferted in the Clafs, as they were at firft placed ;* 
•which was done accordingly. They alfo directed the 
reft of the Scholars remaining at W'eatbersfield to come 
tp VeW'Haven^ aqd paid for their Tu^ition while they 
ivere there. 

pft, The General Aflcmbly in Oftober following, « in 
^. ^ Order to quiet the Minds of People, and introduce 
^ a general Harmopy in the Publick Afl^irs, ordered 
^ that a State Houfi fhould be built at Hartford^ to 
^ compenfate for the College at New-Haven \ that 25 
^ Pounds Sterling fhould Ix given to Sqj/brook for the 
^ Ufe of the School, to compenfate for the Removal 
^ of the College ; That the Governor and Council 

* fhould, at the Defire of the Truftees, give fuch 
^ Orders as they (hould think proper for the Remo- 
^ yal pf the Library fropi Sojfbrook to I^ew-Haven : 

* That the Scholars at Weaihersfield^ fhould go tp 

* New-Haven \ aqd the College fhould be carried on, 

* promoted and encouraged at New-Haven^ and all 

* due Care taken fof ifs flourifhing. • 

In December following the Goveraor and Gounci^ 
at the Defire of the Truftees, met at Saybrook •, and 
gave a Warrant to the Sheriff, to deliver the fifooks 
to the Truftees. The Hpufc where the Books were, 
was filled and furrounded with a great Number o\ 
Men, who were determined to prevent the Removal 
pf the Books ; and therefore refifted the Officer : 
But he, with his Attendants, broke open the Door, 
Md delivered the.BooHs to the Truftees, or their 

Qcder; 
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Order ; and fo they were conveyed to New-Haven. i^\t 
But in this Tumult and Confufion, about 250 of the 
fnoft valuable Books, and fundry Papers of Impor- 
tance were conveyed away by unknown Hands» and 
never could be found again. 

After this unhappy Struggle, the Spirits of Men 
began, by Degrees to fubfide ; and a general Har- 
mony was gradually introduced among the TrufteeSt 
and the Colony in general. The Rev. Mr. H^ood^ 
irUge and Mr. Buckingham became very friendly to the 
College at New-Haven^ and forward to promote all 
its Intercfts. The Truftecs, in Teftimony of their 
Friendihip and Regard to Mr. fVoodbridgey chofe him 
^eSior pro tempore ; and he accordingly moderated 
and gave Degrees at the Commencement Anno 1723. 
Yet in this Time of Anarchy and Confufion, while 
ail College Order and Authority was in a Manner 
diflblved, the Scholars contracted fuch licentious and 
vicious Habits, as were not wholly fupprefled and 
extirpated out of the College in feveial Years. 

Governor Tale^ the great Benefaftor to this Col- 1721 
Jcge died Tuly 8th, 1721. He defcendcd from an 
ancient and wealthy Family in Wales ; who for many 
Generations poilefl: the Manor of Plas Granmnvj and 
fever al other McfTuages, near the City of Wrexham^ 
of the yearly Value of 500 Pounds. ^b0nas Tale^ 
Efq; the Governor's Father, for the Sake of Religion, 
came over to Amnica with the firft Settlers of New^ 
Haven^ in the Year 1638. Here the Governor was 
born, April 5, 1648. He went to England at the 
Age of about 10 Years \ to the Eafl-InJies at about 
^o, where he li^red near 20 Years ; acquired a very 
jf^Tt^t Eftate, was made Governipr tf Fort Sl Gecrgei 
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tji9 married an Indiaa-Lady of Fortune^ tbe RtliSt of 
Governor Hinrmrs^ his Predeccifibr ; bjr whom he had 
three Daughters; viz. Kathmne^ who wa^ afterwards 
married to Duibf Ncrtby Efq; commoniy called Lord 
North. Ann^ who was married to the Lord Jvmes 
Cavendijh^ Uncle to the Duke of Devonfbire. And 
Urfuhj who died unmarried. After his Heturn to 
Lfind$n^ he was chofen Governor of the EaU-ImUd 
Company ; and made tbe Donations beforementioned. 
And it is faid, that a little before his Death, he 
wrote his Willy wherein he gave 500 Pounds more; 
But afterwards, thinking it was btrft to execute that 
Part of his Will in his Life-time,, he packed up Goodi 
to that Vajue, ready to be fent ; but before they 
were /hipped, he tobk a Journey into fValeSy and died 
at fFrexbafHj in or near tl>e Seat of his Anceftors, 
So that tbe Goods were aot fent ; neither could the 
Will obtain a Probate ; altho* Governor Saltonfiail 
took much Pains to effeft it. 

He was a Gentleman, wlio greatly abounded in 
good Fiumour and Generofity, as well as in Wcakh; 
And his Name and Memory will be gratefully per? 
petuated in YALE-COLLEGE. 

After the CoUege was fixed at New-Hwen, was 
earicbed with fuadry noble Benefadlions, and had a 
handfomc and commodious Houfe built for tl>e Re^ 
peption of. the .Students, it began to flourifh ; and 
was much more taken Notice of in the World, than 
it was in its more obfcu re State at Saybrook^ The 
Number of tlw* Students was now about 40, who 
were under two Tutors, and fonactimes vificcd by 
Mr. jindrewj Rcdor pro Tempore. But yet the Coir 
lege was under great loconvenirades both with Rcr 
fye& to Government aad Irftrudion, for want. of i 
^flcSdent Rcdor. . The 
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The Truftecs. therefore met at New- Haven, in iyi#^ 
March 17 > 9* and chofe the Rev. Mr. Timofby Culkrj 
Miniftcr of Stratfcrd, to be Refident Redoc, till the 
next Meeting of the Truftees. He prefently came to 
New^Haven^ and cntred upon the Sufmels. At the 
next Commencement the Truftees voted, * that Mr. 
' Cutler's Service hitherto in the Place of a Redor 

* was to their good Satisfaflion, and therefore they 

* dcGred him to continue in it/ And after feveral 1720 
Conferences with, and Propofals to the People at 
Stratford^ it was finally agreed, that the People at 
Stratford Ihould have Mr. Cutkr\ Houfe and Home- 
lot there, in Confideration of his Removal ; and that 

the Truftees ftiould give him 84 Pounds Sterling for 
it^: Which was paid out of the 120 Pounds lately 
given by the General Aflcmbly, by th? Sale of Lands, 1721 

To accommodate the Rev. Mr. CutUr and his 
Family, the Truftees built the Rector's Houfe, in the 
Year 1722, which with the Land and Appurtenances 172a! 
Coft 260 Poupda Sterling, of which 35 Pounds was 
railed by Subfcription, 55 Pounds by a general Con- 
tribution, 115 Pounds by Impoft on Rum, and 55. 
Pounds out of Governor Yale's laft Donation, 

The College fecmcd now to be in a fettled and 
flourilhing State, but there was a fudden afid unex- 
pefted Change \ for at the next Commencement, ic 
wa^ difcovered, that the Rcftor, one q\ the Tutors, 
and two of the neighbouring Miniftsrs had agreed ta 
kav^ the Communion of the Churches in the Co« 
Jony.of Connecticut^ and to go ta England for ^rpif* 
copal Ordination. This Event was ibmewhat £iir^ 
prifing to the Truftees and to the Body of the Peo^ 
pie ; for at that Time there was &oc one epifeopaf 
Minifter in the Colony of Conm^ifut j and Um vfry 
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ifftt.fev^ of the Laity, who were epifcopally inclined. 
Whereupon the Truftees met, ana pafied the follow* 
ing Votes.

After Mr. Cuikr^s Removal there yas no fettled ^72^, 
refidcnt Reftor for near 4 Years. In this Interval 
the Truftees agreed, that each of them, by turns, 
ihould refide at Colleae, about a Month at aTkne, 
with the Authority of a Redipr. But this Jvbrin of 
Government did not very Mjell aniwer the End ; for 
tho* there were feveral Jnftances of (Iri^ Pifciplinc 
and Punilhment of Offences ; yet the ill fiabits for- 
merly contraded by the Students were not eafily and 
luddenly eradicated, and Before the Vice-Reftor coul4 
have Time to learn fufHcient Experience how to exe- 
cute his Office to Advantage, he rcfigncd his Poft, 
But at the Commencements; Mr. Andrew qioderatcd,' 
and gave Degrees, in the Years 1724, 1725 and 1726'. 

In September 29, 1725, the Truftees choft the 1725 
Rev. Mr. EHJba Williams^ Minifter of ' Newin^ion, in 
fFeatbersfieldy to be ReHor of the College \ and ap- 
pointed Mr. Woodbridgej Mr. Buckingham and Mr; 
Whitman^ tp obtain his acceptance of the OfUct. In 
May following they put Jn a Memorial to t^e Gene* 
ral AiTembly, deliring them to make SatisfadHon to 
the Parilh oi' Newington^ on the Account of their Mi- 
nifter*s Removal ; and they accordingly releafcd the 
Parifh from their Counjy Tax for Three Years. 

The Circumftances of Mr. H^lliam\ Removj^l were I72# 
not fcttted before the next Commencement. And 
therefore, Mr. Andrew ftill prefided. Artd on the 
next Day after, Mr. RtStor Williams was inftallcd, in 
|he following Manner, vi^. In the Library, before the 
Truftees, he gave his Confent to the ConfcJJion of Faith • 
4nd Rules of Church-Difcipline, agreed upon by the 
Churches of this Colony, in 1708. After Pinner he 
made a publick Oration in the Hall \ and the Truf- 
tpes fucccfl'^vely caipc an^ falyted |iim as RECTOR^ 
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^'jiS After Mr. Rcftor Williams was fettled in his Pofl-, 
he began, by Degrees, more effcfliually to fupprefi 
Vice and Diforder among, the Students ; and to in-f 
troduce and fettle a Number of good Cuftoms : A 
Taft6 for many Parts' of ufeful and polite Literature 
ihoreafed j and the State oT the College has been gra-

Upon an AgreenriCnt with M^}Qt pitchy in 
the Year 17 19, he gave the Truftces a new' Deed o^ 
ic ; and they paid, him 15; Pounds Sterling in Money, 
and expended 15 Pounds morie for pious Ufes, ac-» 
cording .to Major f^i^*5 pireftibn. And finally, in 
tlie Year 1730, to -put an Eind to all Controverfies 
with Mr. jt^ and LeavinSy the Truftees, ^y Way or 
Exchange, gave them a Ejeed of the Land giVen by 
major Fitcb^ and they gave the Xru^lees a Deed of 
628 Acres of Land in Salisbury.

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The Rev. Dr. George Berkeley, then Dean of ly^i 
Derry^ in Ireland, * afterwards Bifliop of Clqyne^ came 
into North- America, in Order to found an Epifcopal 
College. He refided a Year or two at Newport in 
'Khffde'JJland, where he purchafed a Country Seat, with 
ibout 9< Acres of Land ; and became acquainted 
%ith the Rev. Mr. Jared Eliot of Killingwortb, one of 
the Truftees, the Rev. Mr. Samuel John/on, Epifcopal 
Minifter at Stratford, and fome other Gentlemen, who 
xhtormed him of the State and Genius of this Col- 
lege ; he had ^Ifo a Correfpondence with Mr. Redor 
H^lUams ; all which were the Occafions of his gene- 
iidus Donations. While he refided at Newport, he 
fent all his own Works, a Prefent to the College. 
It fo happened, that he did not purfue his Defign of 
founding a College in North- America \ but returned 
back to London. And being a Gentleman who was 
furnifhed with a great Trealure of ingenious and po- 
lite learning, and endowed with a generous Difpofi- 
tion to promote and propagate the fame among Man- 
kind ; he ftnt a Deed of his Farm at Rhode- JJland to 
fhis College, in the Year 1732. The Defcriptions 
i'nd Conditions in the Deed not being perfedlly adap- 
ted to the State of the College, at the Dcfire of the 
Truftees he, next Year, fent another Deed, in which 
it was ordered, that the Rents of the Farm, (after 
neccfTary Charges are deduced,) (hould be appropri- 
ated to the Maintenance of the Three beft Scholars 
in Greek and Latin, who fhould refide at College, at 
leaft nine Months in a Year, in each of the Three 
"Years between their firft and fecond Degrees: That 
^^n the 6th Day of May annually, or in Cafe that 
^ould be Sunday, on the Seventh, the Candidates 
iTiould be publickly . examined by the Prefident or 
IReftor, and the Senior Epifcopal MiflTionary within 
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17?^ this Colony^, who. fhould be then preferit ; and in 
Cafe none \ft prefent, then by the Prefident only. 
And in Cafe the Prefident and Senior MilTionary fhould 
not agree in their Sentiments, who are the beft Scho- 
lars, the Cafe fhall be determined by Lot. And that 
all Surplufages of Money which fhould happep by an,y 
Vacancies,^ £hall be diftributed. in Greek and Latin 
Books to fuch under-graduate Students as fhould make, 
the beft Cbmpofition or Declamation in the Latin 
I'ongue, upon fuch a moral Theme as fhall be girca 
them. 

This Premium has be^n a great Incitement to a 
laudable Ambition to excell in the Knowledge of the 
ClafTics. 

At the fame Time the Rev. Dr. Berkeley purfuing 
his generous Intentions, fen t to this College the i^reft 
CoDeclion of Books that ever came together at one 
Time into America. The Number was near lopo 
Volumes, (including thofe which he had feni before) 
!¥ hereof 260 were Folios, and generally very large. 
I judge that this Colleftion Cpft, at leafi 400 Pounds 
Sterling. This Donation of Books was made, partly 
out of the Do&br's own Eflate^ but principally oqt 
gf Monies which he procured from fome generous 
Gentlemen in England. Upon the Receipt of them, 
tlje Trufltees fcnt the Doftor a Letter of Thanks, 
and have fince given him repeated ExprelTions of the 
grateful Senfe .which they retain of hi? Qcnerofity 
towards {h;s College.

and foutherly Winds at New-IIaven did not agree 
with his Conuitution, and fometimes incapacitated him 
for Bufmefs, fo that he found himfelf by I^egrees

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necefficated to refign his Office ; which he accordingly 173^ 
did, at a Meeting of the Truftecs 06tober tlit 31ft, 
1739. • The Truftecs returned him tbdr biariy 7h^ks 

* for bis gocd Service to tbe College.^ 

After this he retired, and lived on his own Eftatd 
at fVeatbersfield 5 was foon made Speaker of the Hon* 
orable Houfe of Reprefencatives, a Judgb of the Su* 
perior Court, and Colonel of a Regiment, in an in* 
tended Expedition againft Canada. Aherward$ he 
went to England^ to receive the Wages due to him* 
feJf and his Regiment; and there cultivated a perfo- 
nal Acquaintance, with leveral Gentlemen of Diftinc-* 
tipn ; and married a Gentlewoman of fuperior Ac- 
complifhments. He then returned to his Seat at 
fFeaibersfield i and died there, July 24th, 1755. 

He was educated at Harvard-College in Cambridge^ 
in New-England^ and graduated ther^. Anno. 1717: 
Was furnifhed with moft Parts and Kinds of aica-* 
demical Literature: And left the College in a tpuch 
letter State than he found it. His juft Charader la 
given at large in a funeral Sermon preached by the . 
Rev. Mr. Lockwood\ and in the Appendix. The Rev. , 
Tk. Doddridge^ who had an intimate Acquaintance-, 
with him in England^ gives this Short, but compre* 
henfive Character of him, in a Letter to a Friend 5

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t^J9 Oftober 31, 1739, theRiCy. Mr. Thomas Clapi 
Minifter of H^indham^ was chofen Rcdor of this Col-: 
lege; dnd the Rev. Mefficurs £^^»«^ Williams, and 
Samuel ff^oodbridge, were appointed a Committee to 
treat with him and his People, in Order to obtain his 
Acceptance of the Office. The Committee went to 
Windham on the loth of November; having giveri 
previous Notice of their coming and Defign. The 
Generality of the People could not be fatisfied thai 
it was their Duty to part with their Minifter, on 
this Occaflon 5 on the other Hand they ^ere not 
fatisfied that they /hoiild be in the Way of their 
Duty to oppofe his going •, fo that after a confidera- 
ble Debate, they did little or nothing, but left the 
whole Affair to the Conduft of Providence. 

The Committee moved for the callirig of i Coun- 
cil of the Churches in the County, to ad vile in this 
important Affair; who after a publick Hearing of 
the Objeftions, which fome of the People made againft 
his^ Removal, gave it as their Opinion and Advice, 

* That it was Mr. Ctap^% Duty to accept of the Of- 
« fice of Reftof of the College^ as being a Call of 

* Providence, to greater and more extenfive Ufeful- 

* nefs.' The Comihittee of the Truftecs confideringf 
the great Inconveniencies which the College had for- 
merly fuflained by the long Intervals in which it 
wis deftitute of a refident Reftpr, urged Mr. Qap 
to be fpeedy in accepting and undertaking the Buli- 
neft : Whereupon he concluded to accept of it, as st 
Call of Providence ; and accordingly in Decembcif 
made H Vifit to the College. 

At a Meeting of the Tru (tees, on the 2d Daj 
of April following, he was inftalled, in the follow-

upon by the Churches in the Colony d Comte^ictit^ 
ailembled by Drlegation ac Sa^brook^ in the Year 1708; 
And gave Satisfadion as to the Soundnefs of his Prin- 
ciples, according to the KGt of the Truftees, Anno» 
1722, ,Then they went into the Hall; the Rev. Mn 
lybitman^ the Moderator began with Prayer \ and one 
of the Students made an Oration proper for the Oc«* 
cafion ; then the Moderator made a Speech, in Latin, 
wherein he committed the Care of inftrufling an^ 
governipg the College to the Re£tor ; and hi con- 
cluded the whole with an Oration. 

The Truftees met at Hartfori in M^y following ; 
and the Committee of the firft Society in IVindbamgt 
rhoved that they might have Recompcnce for the: 
Removal of their Pallor 5 they mutually agreed to re- 
fer it to three Gentlemen of the General Af&mbly, 
CO confider what Recompence they ought to have i 
thote Gentlemen were of Opinion, th^t inafmuch as 
Mr. Clap had been in the Miniftry at Windham 14 
Years, which was about Half the Time Minifters in 
general continue in their publick Work ; the People 
ought to have Half fo much as they gave him for 
a Settlement, which upon Computation was about 53 
Founds Sterling. Whereupon the Truftees put^in a 
Memorial to the General Aflembly, praying them to 
grant that Sum to the f'eopJe of Windhm \ which 
they readily did. 

The College was now, in the main, in a gOQd 
State V yet not fo perfed, but that it would adniit 
of fundry Emendations.^ The Rector therefore endea- 
voured by all Ways and Means in his Power, to 
bring it forward towards a State of Perfe^ion. The

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i74C) firft Bufinefs of fpccial Importance, which ht ente^d 
upon, was the compiling a Body of Laws. At the 
firft founding of this College, it was ordered, that 
where no fpecial Provifion was made by the Truftecs, 
the Laws of Harvard- College fhould be the Rule* 
About the Time the College was fixed at New-Ha- 
^eHj a fhort Body of Laws was drawn up, which 
was ufually tranfcribed by the Scholars at their Ad- 
ihiffion ; but thefe, in Time, were foupd to be very 
defedive ; and feveral of them became obfolete. In 
the Year 1735, the Truftees appointed a Committee 
with the Redor, to draw up a new Body ; but he^ 
being in a declining State of Health, did little 
of nothing upon ir^ As foon therefore as Redor 
Clap was fixed in his Poft, the Truftees defired him 
to enter upon the Bufinefs •, accordingly a large Body 
Was drawn up, partly out of the ancient Laws and 
Statutes of this College, partly from the principarl 
and mod important Cuftoms which had obtained, 
;partly from the Laws of Harvard College, and pardy 
from the Statutes of the Univerfity of Oxford \ and 
fome few new ones were added. This Body was pe* 
rufed by a Committee, then by moft of their Mem* 
bers at their own Homes, and after feveral Readings 
at the Truftee's Board, pafled their Sanftion in 1745. 
Thefe Laws were afterwards tranflated into Latin 
and printed in 1748 : And fome Additions have 
been made (Vnce, with feveral new Editions. 

About the fame Time the Redor collefted and 
wrote down, under proper Heads, all the Cuftoms of 
College, which had, from Time to Time obtained 
and been eftablifhed by Prafiice, which made as large 
a Volume as the Statutes. By all which Means, the 
Rules by which the Officers and Students of the Col- 
lie were to conduit themfelvrs, became better fixed 

and 
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and known, and the Government of the College was 1740 
rendered niore fteady and uniform, and lefs arbitrary* 

Before this- Time there never had been any perfect 1741 
Catalogue of the Books in the Library; for want of 
which the Stwlcnts were deprived of much of jbe 
Benefit and Advantage of them. The Rcdor thefCr 
fore placed, all the jjooks ip the Library, in a pror 
per Order (but in Honour to the Rev. Dr. Berkeley^ 
tor his extraordinary Donation, his Books flood by 
ihemfelve^, at the South End of the Library) and 
put a Number to every Book in it's proper Cladi 
and Box ; and then took three Catalogues of the 
Books, one as they flood in their proper Order oi| 
(be Shelves ; and another in an Alphabetical Order ^ 
and a Third, wherein the mofl valuable Books were 
placed under proper Heads, according to the Sub- 
JC& Matter of them ; together with Figures referring 
to the Place and Number of each Qook, By whicl^ 
Means it might be eafily known what Books were iti 
the Library upon any particular Subje£ly and where 
they might be found, with the qtmoft Expedition. 
This Catalogue was printed, and was a great Incite- 
ment to the Diligence and Induflry of the §cbolar^ 
in reading of them. About the .fame Tirpe t}ie Ge- 
neral AfTembly augnjented their annual Grant to the 
College, whereby they were enabled to fupport three 
Tutors, one to each Clafs, including the Redlor. This 
removed a great Inconveniency which the College had 
before been under by one Tutor's hearing two Claf* 
fes, and fometimes more. And thereupon the Schor 
lars fludied and recited much qiore than they ha^ 
done in Years pj^ft,

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1743 Mr. Anthony Nougier of Fairfield^ in his Will, was 
)lcafed generoufly to bellow on this College Twenty 
Jeven Pounds Sterling, to be put out to Intercft, 

and the Intereft thereof to bfe Appropriated for the 
Maintenance of the Reftor and Tutors and their 
Succeflbrs forever, in Part. This Sum was received 
in 1744, and put out tb Intereft accordingly.. 

1744 ; Thfc ifo'rhldr ASts or Charters did not eftablilh the 
Coljcge in fo perfcft aJnd cottipletie a Form as it 
was . capable bf ; particularly the Name, Truftees^ by 
which thS firft Undertakers And Founders of the Col- 
lege and their Succeflbrs \irtfre ufually calted^ was 
not fo ' proper and ufual a Title for the Qavct- 
pors of , a College, in a mbre riiature and perf^ 
State. The Rcdtor therefore drc# up a Draught of 
a hew Charfef, therein th^ Truftees were inco^jMJ-

This Draught wfei reviftd 
by tfe Hbnbrable fbofnas Fitcby Efq; and approved 
by the Truftecs, and by them ordered to be prc- 
fented to the tiohofable the Genera] Aflembly for 
their Sanftiohv: Which was obtained in May fol- 
lowing s and is as follows, viz.

8, gave 
almoft ail his Eftatc, for the Benefit of the College j 
and ordered, that Ten Pounds fhould be paid to the 
Truftees, towards the Building of the College.; and 
the reft to be paid, three Pounds Sterling .to each 
Scholar graduated at New-Haven^ who fhould fettle 
in the Miniftry, and impowered his Executors to fell 
his Lands for that End, The Executors paid the 
Ten Pounds to the Truftees, but being informed that' 
there was a large Debt due from the Eftate, in En- 
glandy paid nothing to the graduated Minifters ; and 
they living at a great Diftance, and fome Difficulties 
intervening, did nothing further in many Years, In 
the mean Time many of the young Minifters grew 
uneafy, and ventured to fell fome of the Lands, the* 
hone of them had any Authority to fell \ and the 
greatei' Part had no Right to the Money, becaule, 
as the Lands were appraifed in 'the Inventory, the 
Money would all be run out, before it came to them. 
And other Perfons, who had no Pretence of Right, 
goc into PoflfefTion of fome of the Lands, and kept 
dkrm fo long as to claim them by PofTefTion. And 
It appeared that Mr. Lambert was cheated in fome 
Parcels, becaufe the Perfons who fold them to him, 
had no Right. . The Prefident being unwilling that 
the Eftate fhould be loft, as to the End for which 
It was given, fet up a Notification in the Hall at the 
Commencement 1744, dcfiring thofe Minifters who 
i-.ad any Intereft, to meet and confult upon it. They 
mcft and chofe a Committee to Manage the Affair; 
but they found it attended with fo niany Difficulties 
that they could not do it, to any Advantage ; and 
therefore agreed to refign it up to the Prefident an(J 
Fellows •, who would be under a better Capacity to 
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1746 manage it. Accordingly moil of thofe who .wen 
fuppofcd to have any Incercft, freely refigned * it up 
to the Prefident and Fellows, to be improved for 
the -Benefit of the College, in fuch.a Manner as they 
ihould think bed y and the reft of the Rights were 
purchafed. And the Executors gave to the Prefident 
and Fellows a Deed of all the Lands of which Mr. 
luimbert died feized ; whereupon with confiderable 
Pains and Expence, they became poffcrffcd of about an 
Hundred Acres of Land in IVallingford^ and Sixty 
Two Acres, lying in five Parcels, in Nezv-Havm ; 
cxclufive of thofe fold by the young Minifters. 



The Honorable Phillip UvingSon^ Efq; one of his 
Majefty*s Council for the Province of Niw-Tork^ hav- 
ing had .four Sons educated at this College, was 
pleafed gencroufly to beftow Twenty Eight Pounds 
and Ten Shillings Sterling, to be put out to Interefi^ 
and the Intcreft to be appropriated for the Support 
of a Profejfor of Divinity^ or to any other Ufc the' 
Prefident and Fellows fhould think to be moft for the. 
Advantage of the College. And they being of Opi- 
nion that a Profeflbr of Divinity would be moft Ad? 
vanrageous, appropriated the Donation to that \Jk» 

J 748 The Number of Students being about One Hur\T 
dred and Twenty, more than half of them were oblig- 
ed, "for want of Room, to live out of the College ; 
which was upon many Accounts inconvenient. . TU^ 
Prefident therefore projcfted a Scheme for building. ^ 
new College Houfe. And accordingly, upon Cor*- 
fultation with fome of the Fellows, cbtaintd of th^ 
©cneral Afen^bly ip May: i747> the Libefcy of 4 
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Lot;tcry for that Purpofe-; by which Five Hundred 174JI 
Pounds Sterling was raifed^ clear of all Cbargf and 
Dedu^lbns. 

The Foundation of the Houfe was laid April the 
17th, 1750. And the Outfide was finished in Sep- 1750 

. ten}ber 1752. * It is i bo Feet long, 40 Feet wide, 
and three Stoty high, befides the Garrets } and a 
Cellar under the whole, containing 32 Chambers, 

. and 64 Studies. It nnakes a good Appearance, ^and 
was fet back in the Yard that there might be a 
large and handfome Area before it, and toward the 
North Side of the Yard, with a View that when the 
old College (houid come down, another College or 
Chapel or both (hould be fet on the South ot the 
prefent Houie ; and additional Larids were purchafed 
on the North and on the Weft for better Accom- 
modation. 

The General Aflembly in Oftober 1749, ordered, 
that 363 Pounds in the Hands of Gurdon Sahonfiallj 
Efq; which came by a French Prize, taken by the 
Frigate belonging to the Government ; and in Ofto- 
bcr 1 75 1, ordered that the Remainder of the Prize 
aforefaid, and the Effeds of the faid Frigate (which, 
after the War, was fold) amoAinting to 500 Pounds 
more, and in Odlober 1754, jf. 280 in the Hands 
of Gurdon SaUonliall^ and Jabez Hamlin^ JEfqrSj on fomc 
Old Accounts, fhould be paid to the Prefident> to- 
wards building the new College.

And the iaid 
Prefident having alfo,of his own propter Eftate purchaf- 
cd a Lot for the Profeffor of Divinity, which has 
coft 52 Pounds Lawful Money, arid given it to the 
College for the faid Ufe for ever. This Corporation 
think themfelves bound, . and do accordingly render 
their hearty and finccreft Thanks to the Reir. Pre- 
fident Clap^ for thefe extraordinary Inftances of hi^

The Building of this new Houfe was very neceT- 
iary j for, after it was finifhed, both Houfes would 
not contain all the Students, which were then in l^um- 
ber more than 170 ; fo that tnor^e thah go were 
obliged to live out of College. 

Bifhop Berkeley received Information frorh Time to 
Time, by Letters, and from Gentlemen Who were oc- 
cafionally here, concerning thfc Management and Ef- 
fe&s of his generous Donations ; pardculafty from 
an Irilh Gentleman, who ^^s prefent at one of his 
Examinations, and carried to hiiti two Calculations, 
made by his Scholars, viz. one of the Place of the 
Comet, at the Time of the Flood ; which appeared 
Anno 1680, having a periodical Revolution of 575! ' 

Years ; which Mr. fVhifton fuppofes to have been the 
Caufe of the Deluge. And another of the remarka* 
ble -Eclipfe of the Sun in the 19th Year of Jeboia^ 
kim ; mentioned by Herodotus^ Lib.

In September 1755 the Corporation rtorhinated the 1755 
]Rcv. Mr. Napbtali Daggett^ Paftor of a Church on 
Jjmg-Jfiandy to be Profejfor of Vmnity. Upon Appli- 
cation made to the Prelbytery he was difmifs'd trom 
his Charge ; and in November following came and 
preached in the College- Hall to good Satisfai^ion. 

The Prefident and Fellows met March .3, ^75^^ 175^ 
and fpent a Day in examinina; Mr. Daggett^ as to his 
Principles of Religion, his Knowledge and Skill in 
^Jivinity, Cafes of Confcience, Scriptuce Hiftory dnd 
Chronoing;, Antiquity, Skill in the Hebrew Tongue^ 
and various other Qualifications for a ProfeiTor (. ia 
all which he acquitted himfelf to the good Sat;isfac- 
tion of the Corporation. The next Day he preached 
a Sermon in the CoUege-Hali, upon that Text, i 
Corinth. II. 2 -, and' gave his full and explicit Con? 
fenc to all the Dodrines contained in our Catechifm 
and Conteffion of Faith, and to the Rules of Church 
Difcipline eftablifhed in the Churches of this Colony. 
And alfo exhibited a full Confeflion of his Faith, of 
i)is own Compofure ; and exprefsly renounced the 
principal Errors prevailing in thefe Time^; according 
to the Ack of the Corporation, before recited. Then 
he was by the Corporation, inaugurated and inftalled 
Profejfor of Divimty^ in this College ; with nearly the 
fame Solemnities and Formalities, as are ufual at the 
Inftalment of other Mjpifters, who have been before 
ordained. All which are parucolarly entered \n t\\d 
Records of thq College. ' 

Mr. Gerfbm Qark^ pf Lehavotij % generoufly gave 
33 PopncU )0 Shillings Sterling to be put out to 
liuereft, for the Ufc of the Profeflbr of Divinity.

except in 'Vacations : H Sundry generous and princi- 
pal Gentlemen came into a Subfcription, or Contri- 
Dudon for Building a Houie for the Profeflor, tinder 
1757 the like Limitations^ The Houfe was raifed in June 
^ ^757''^ completely 6ni(hed the next Sun^mer % and 
cott. 285 Pounds Sterling: ' The t^refident in the 
Prefenca of a coirtiderable .Nutnber of Gentlemen^ with 
all proper Formalities,' put the FrofcfTor ihto the PoP

This was approved of by the Corporation ; and ^ 
3ermbn was preached in the Hall by the ProfeiTor i 
and all proper Solemnities attended upon this Occa<- 
iion. And the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper is 
accordingly adminiftred in the CollegerHall, or Cha- 
pel, on the firft Lord's Day in each Months agree- 
able to the Pradice of the Colleges in England. By 
all which the State and Conftitution . of the College 
was. rcndred more pcrfcdt and agreable j tho' not 
pJealing to ibme particular Gentlemen of difierenc 
Sentiments. 

Jfn May 1765, nine Gentlemen, preferred zMtmO' jy6^ 
rial to the Honorable the General Aflembly, wherein 
they reprefenred, that the General Aflembly were thp 
Founders of the College ; and as fuch, hgd right to 
appoint VifitorSi to reform Abufes if any were toundj 
Which right the Memoralifts fuggefted, . ought to be 
feafonably, and moft explicitly vindicated. -at^d. averted; 
or otherwife the College might become too independenr. 
And. therefore prayed, that the faid A0epb)y, would 
pafs an Act, to author^s^e an Appeal, froon any an^ , 
every Sentence given by the Authority of the CoU 
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J 763 lege, to the Governor and Council of this Colony % 
for the Time being. And that the faid Affembly 
would immediately ifluc forth a CcmmJJion cf Vijitaiion^ 
enabling fome fuitable PerfoAs to inquire into a!! the 
Affairs of faid College; and either of themfelves rec- 
tify all Abufes, which rhey may difcover ; or make 
Report of what they fliall find, with their Opinions 
thereon, to the laid Affembly at their next Seffion, 

The Counfcl for the Memoralifts alledged, that the 
General Aflembly founded the College by giving a' 
Charter, in the Year 1701 ! which contained a Do* 
nation of about Sixty Founds Sterling, to be annually 
paid out of the publick Treafury •, and by tundry 
fubfequent Donations, cfpecially five Tradls of Land 
in the Year 1732. And that the prefent Aflrmbly, as 
Succeflbrs to the Founders, had a right of Yifitation, 
by the Common Law. They further alledged, that 
fuch an Appeal, and Vifitation were very neceffary 
to prefcrve the good Order and Regulation of the 
College', upon all Accounts, and particularly to prc» 
ferve Ortboiexy in Religion. 

To which the Prefident replied j 

That the General Affembly, in their Leglflative 
Capacity, have the fame Authority over the College, 
. . and all the Perfons and Eftates belonging to it •, as 
they have . over all other perfons and Eftates in the 
Colony J and air that Power which is necefiary for 
the good of the College, or it.e general Good of" 
the Community. And that an efpejcial Refpect anci 
Gratitude is due to the^n, as the gnatefl Bene] a£f6rs '^ 
y(rt they are not to be confidered as Founders or Viji — 
tors in thb-'Serife of the Common Law. That ih^s^ 
/r/? TruliCCS, Undertakers* arid 'Infpc(5tors, who wcrcs 
ivdtminated by the Minifters with* the general Conrer.cr 
pf jkc PfopIc,.«rTd by CcR'Jp^ft) becx;ire a Scvieiy 
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$uqfi Corporation (as my Lord Coke fays) near two 1^6^ 
Years before they had a Charter, were the Founders 
of the 'College -, and that they formed it, by making 
a large and formal Donation of Books; above a Year 
before ihey had a Charter from the Government. 
That the College bad a Being, not only in fieri in 
the Piirpofe and Intention of the Undertakers (as Lord 
Coke faysj * but in ejfe by the Donation of Books, 
Money and Land actually made to it, before it bad 
it Charier. That Major Fiub of Norwich^ made a 
Donation, in Writing, to the Undertakers, of Six 
Hundred Acres of Land, and (bme Materials to build 
a Colleee Houlc, in the Time of the fitting of the 
Afiembly, fome.Days before the Charter was given. 
And this Donation he made to the Collegiate School, 
as * already fet up hy the great Pains and Charges of the , 
• Minijiers.* That the King, by giving a Licence 
to tound a College, does not thereby, in Law, become 
the Founder in Scnfu Botationis. And that he is the 
Founder only of thofe Colleges or Hofpitals» to which 
he makes the firjl Donation for founding. My Lord 
Coke diftinguifhcs between Fundatcr Incipiem and Fu9h- 
datcr Perficiens \ and fays, that he only is the Foun- 
der q^iioad Dotationem^ (to whofe Heirs or. Succeflbrs 
the Law gives a Right o^ Vijitation) who makes the 
FIRST Donation, || And the Right of Vifitation 
arifes in' Law, from the Intereft which the Founder 
has in the College or Hofpital by his Donation, 

For if it be eflentially perverted from the DefigQ 
for which it was given, the Donation becomes void, 
and reverts to the Donor or his Heirs. That the 
firfl: Donation 07ily creates the Founder \ and all fubfe- 
c[uent Donations are prefum'ed in Law to be given up-

"preceed or fuctfe^d the firft fundariiental Donation. 

When 'th6 fahdamental Donation is made before 
the Licence to found, there the Licence is only a 
iormal and explicit Confirmation from the Crowo^ of 
what was before done by the general Licence given 
by the Common and Statute Law ; whereby every 
Man may give bis Eftate, for publick, pious and cha- 
ritable Uies ; upon' fuch Conditions and Regulations, 
as he (ha!! fee Caufe. || And the Feofifees in truft, 
are the legal Proprietors of fuch Donations *, accord- 
ing to the Conditions and Limitations with which 
they are made. And have a legal Right to hold 
'^na leafe ; and to difpofe of the Profits as a qiufi 
Cdrporution^ for thofe particular Purpofes. And may, 
by a long ' Courle of dated and regular Condud, 
1)ecome a complete legal Corporation, by Prefcription. 
And the King's Charter or Licence only makes or 
declares that to be a legal Corporation, at the JirSt^ 
which may become fuch, by immemorial Ufage and 
Cuftom. . 

In a Licence to found, the Words founi>, erect 
•r any othfer Words ot the like Import, are indif- 
ferent 
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fereot in Law ; and fufficient to make a poundattdni 176$ 
And in the firft Charter or Grant to the ColltgCj^ 
theie,. Words arc promifcuoufly ufed, ^nd applied to 
thc^rij Trtijiees onh. The fjrft Charter plainly fup-. 
pofes ten Tr uftees^ Partners or .Undertakers anlecedentfy 
exiftin^ ; and, a School alrca^ fmindid^Anfa8% (tho' 
not juUy and completely fo vaLaw) by Donation of Lands,, 
Goods> and Monies, before gtyen\ juid tiierefoie gives them , 
^fiill fesal Right, Liberty, and .Privilege to prpceed, 
in ' eredling, . endqwing and governing, the, School y 
which ttiey had a general and imperfe^i; Right to. dp 
by the Common Law. And the Charter declares theni 
to be in a legal Capacity to * demand, have,' hold,

And there is no Intimation, that their giving to. 
the firll Truftees, a Right to receive Sixty Pounds. 
Dut of the publick Trcafiiry, a Year after, and an- 
nuallv, and to improve it, ^t, their Difcretion, for, 
the Good of the School, (hould be deemed the 
foundifig of it ; to be lure not in fuch a Senfe jas ta, 
annul the former Foundation; much lefs^. could any. 
Endowments made thirt/ Years after, make them the 
Founders in the Senft of the Common Law/. Befidcs 
rhc Preamble to the Charter of 1745* exjJrefsly fayS/ .

\i was further ob&rved, that an^ Appeal ^btil all and

is oF n0 Force br Efficacy ; except that which maf 
aHTe frpih the extraordinary TroubUr and Chargie cif 
bofTging tht Cafe to a Trial, in the Court ap- 
ffszkd to. Thftt ftich a Conftitudon^ would take the 
Govermtient of the College wholly out of the Hands 
of t^foie, in whom it was originally veiled ; and be 
cbntrary to the Charter. That fucfi a univcrfal Li- 
berty of Appeals, efpecially in criminal Cafes, is not 
ailpwed in anv Community whatfoever ; and that 
thofe few Cates in which Appeals are allowed in 
fbme other CoHeges, are under peculiar Conditions 
and Rcftriftiofls. 

It was alfo obferved that the Power of Vt/haitM 
\ij by the Common Law, exprefsly limited to the 
&Mutis op the Founder \ f which are the Conditions, 
or Limitations of the Ufe of the Founder's Dona- 
tion ; and the Vilitor can do nothing but ttSCxij 
thofe Things which are plainly repugnant to thm 
Limitations ; or claim 2: Forfeiture. But as no fuch 
Statutes, made by the General Aflembly^ can be 
found ; fuch Vifitors would have no Power at all» 
oV be altogether arbitrary, like the Vifitors ftnt to 
Magdalen College, by King James II. 

If it fhould be fuppofed, that there is any Need of 
Any Overiecrs, Under the Name and Title of Vifitors % 
the firft Truftees and their Succeflbrs, may properly 
be denominated fuch : And in the firft Flan ot the 
College, they are exprefsly called Infpe&ors. That to. 
have Y ificors over Viutors or Infpedors, would make. 
endle& Trouble and Confufion. That Matters of

Care and 2>al to preferve Orthodoxy in all die Go« 
veraors of the College ^ and to foch a; Dc^grde", as tiEl 
be di&greable to fonri^ Gentlemen of kkiH #lto have 
thereupon endeSivouitd Co ' bbftruA the GbveMmerft, 
and flooriOiing State of the College, l^h^ the Or « 
thodoxy of the College was fettled and fecured upon 
the beft Foundation, that human Wifdoni, 4}reded 
by the general Rules of God's Wor^i. cculd devile.

College, the pncfident, FcUowsi Pfokflbr of 
Divinity, and Tutors, axe to be adinitted upob Con-

1765 rir^HIS College IS under the Government of a Prcfi- 
X dent and ten Fellows ; who are fome of the prin- 
cipal Minifters, in the leveral Parts of the Colony: 
And ordinarily meet on the fecond Wednefday 10 
September, annually, and on fpecial Emergencies ; to 
confer Degrees, fetde the College Accounts, appoint 
fubordinate Officers, make Laws, and dire£i: in the 
general and naore important Affairs of the College. 

The Prefident has the principal Care and Bufinefi 
ql inftrufHns and sovermng the Students ^ with the 
Afliftance or a ProTellbr of Divinity, and three Tu* 
tors. The Prefident every Morning' and Evening, 
reads and expounds a Chapter in. the Bible, and 
prays in the Chapel;, at which all the Students are 
obliged to attend. Af|er_ Evening Prayers, he fre- 
quently makes Diflertatibns upon various Subjeds in 
Religion and Learning, and almoft all the different 
AfTairs and Employments of Life. 

The ProfefTor of Divinity preaches Sermons in the 
Chapel, every LordVDay, in the Courfe of a Body

The Queftions are taken fron> every 
Subjeft, which occurs in the whole Circle of Litera- 
ture, and upon almoft aU the doubtful Points, which 
have been publickly difputed anK)ng Mankind. 

Twice a Week five or Cue deliver a Dec>amatiori 
fnemoriter from the oratorical Roftrum ; the Prefi- 
dent makes (bmc Obfervations upon the Manner of 
Delivery and fometimcs upon the Subjeft; and fomc- 
times gives fomc fmall Laurel to him who beft afts 
the Part of an Orator. Thefe Declamations are be- 
forehand fupervlfed by their Tutor, who correfts 
the Othography and Punctuation. There are atfo two 
Orations made every Quarter-Day, upon Examina- 
tions, and frequently on fpecial Occafions. And to 
train them up to an agreable Stile and Method of 
Writing, the Prefident dircfts them, that when any 
one' has Bufinefs of fpeciat Importance with hin), 
they Ihould makt Application r.in the Form of it 
^. ; ' S\>ecial 
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Special Care is taken to form the Morals of the ijCg 
Youth ; to Jceep them (as much as may be) Jroi^ 
all ExcciTes and Extravagancies ^ from ail yaio At-. 
ledatiohs of ShoWf which occafion unncce&ry £x« 
pcnces and . (|ivert their Minds from the Purfuic of 
thofe Tbiogs vi^hich are of greater Importance ; to 
ioftil into their Minds true Notions of Honor, Po- 
Ijtencfs, and a Love of Virtue: .And to imprefs upon 
them a Senfe, that the End of their Creation, and of 
^!1 their fpecial Advantages, is not ultimately for 
themfclves, or their own Sakcs; but to qualify thetn 
for the fpecial Service cf God; ^nd to render theni 
mod ufeful to their Fcllow-Mejn. 

Above all, Care is taken to inftil inito their Minds« 
ihe Principljes of true Religionv.ini .P^^rin^c and Pra- 
rice, by pubiick and private Difcourfes and perfohal 
Converfationjs. To this End they are obliged to 
attend the publick Worfhip of Gofj in the Chapet 
every Lord's-Day, and Morning and Evening Pray- 
(rr$ ; at which, Occaflon is frequently taken, from the 
Portion of Scripture re^d, to excite them to fome 
particular Duty, and to Caution them ^gainft fome 
particular Sin, 

The Sons of thofe, who profefs themfclves to be 
Epifcopalians, have Liberty to go out on the Lord's- 
Pay, and at other Titnes, to attend on the Mode of 
\Vorlhip in which they were educated, ^s often as 
will not be ai> Infraction on the general Rules of. Or* 
der in the College. Perfqns of all Denominations of 
Proteftants are allowed the Advantage of an J^duca- 
tion here, and no Inquiry has been made, at their 
^dmifflon or afterwards, about their particular Sen- 
timents in Religion, Yet, if it (hould ttianifeftly ap- 
pear, that any fhould take Pain« to infedt the Mind^ 
ff th^jr Fellow- §tudcnts with fuch pcr^icio^s Errors,* 
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1^65 as are contrary to the Fundafnentals of Chriftianity, 
Irnd the fpecial DcH^n ot founding this College, lb 
that Parents ihould juftly be afraid of venturing their

" The principal DeCgn of the Inftitution of this Col- 
lege, was to educate Perfons for the Work of the 
Miniftry ; which Defign has been fo far fucceeded as 
that above Four Hundred worthy Mihifters have rc- 
ceivc^d their Education heref, of which 40 have been 
epifcopally ordained,- and four of thcni have been 
judged qualified for the .Degree of Do£for of Divtmtf^ 
by. the Univerfities in Great-Britain. Yet inafmucK 
as .more hav« been educated, than are neceflfary for 
the immediate Service of the Churches, and are dci 
Ijgned for ' various other pjUblick and innportant Sta- 
tions in civil Life; the Prefidcht therefore frequently 
m^kes publick Diflcrtations upon every Subjeft ncctf-

may be mod agrcable to his own Genius or Profeffion* 

Almoft all the Students refide in fheCoUege^ and 
are boarded by the Steward in the Hall, after the 
Manner of common Families without any Reftridliott 
of Weight or Mcafure ; for which they pay 4/ 6J^ 
per Week Sterling. This Provifion is generally agre* 
aUe, To that the Tutors always, the Prefident fre- 
quently, the Fellows, and many other Gentlemen^ 
OCcaOonally are entertained with it. 

The undergraduate Students alfo pay for Tuition 
and Inilruftion ^ Shillings, for the Rent of their 
Qfaambers and Studies f/. id. for Repairs and other con« 
tingent Charges One Shilling Sterling, per Quarter : 
Which Sums are collefted by the Steward, and paid 
pat by Order from the Prefident and Fellows. After 
the neceflary incident Charges are deduced, the Re* 
iBdue is applied for the Payment of the Salaries of 
the Officers^ wl^jch of late Years have beeo to the 
Prefident £. 1 10, to each of the three Tutors £. 4%^ 
and to the Senior Tutor^ ^ho is Keeper of the li- 
brary, £. 6 Sterling more. Altho* thtfe Salaries arc 
icancy enough, yet inafmuch as the Incomes are now 
leffened by Reafon of the Poverty of the Country* 
and the Diminution of the Number of Students, it 
15 feared, that either the Salaries, or the Number of 
the Officers muft be diminilhed, either of which will 
be inconvenient. 

In the Exercife of Difcipline, Care is taken tQ 
imprcfs the Minds af the Studentd with a Senfe of 
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1^65 the Amiabjenefs of Virtue and the odious Nature of 
^1 Vice and Diforder, and the Reafonablenefs of ob- 
ierving ali the Laws and Orders of the Society, frono 
a Principie of Choice, Virtue and Honor. In thofe 
Inftances Where ihefe Motives have not their defired 
Influence, and any are guilty of Mifdemeanors^ 
of a leiTer Kind, they are reprimanded, or punifhed 
with fome fmall Fine, as a Prelude or Earneft of 
a greater Punifliment, if they perfift in doing the 
f like : If they do perfift, and are guilty of fome greater 
Crime, they are .publickly admonilhed or rufticated, 
for fome Months. If they are guilty of an habitual 
Courfe of Idlenefs and Negligence in their Studies 
and Attendance on Prayers and Recitations ; or if ihcy 
are guilty of a Gourfe of any confiderable Crimes, 
after leffer PunifhmenC3, they arc rufticated for a Year^ 
and put back in the next Clafs, or wholly difmiiSSfd 
from being Members of College. And if they are 
gailty of grofs Immoralities, or any Crimes of a hci- 
nous and atrocious Nature, deftruftive to the Soci- 
ety, they are expelled. When any of thcfe grcaicp 
Punifhments are publickly inflifted upon any, the 
Prefident makes a folemn Addrefs to the Reft, to im* 
prefs upon their Minds a Senle of the evil Na- 
ture and Confequence of fuch Crimes, and to perfuade 
them to take Warning not to do the like. 

We have a good Library, confifting of about 4000 
Volumes^ well furniflicd with ancient Authors ; fuch 
as the Fathers, Hiftorians, and ClafTicksj many mo- 
tlerft valuable Books of Divinity, Hiftory, Philofophy, 
and Mathematicks, but not many Authors who have
